3. F certify that I have surrendered and no longer have in my possession 
or custody any classified Grill Flame information or material acquired 
as a result of this association. 

4. I further acknowledge and agree that I have a continuing individual 
responsibility to the United States Government for the protection of 
classified sensitive Grill Flame information and that the termination from 
this relationship with my employer and/or the United States Government does 
not relieve me of my obligations under this agreement or any other previously 
executed Secrecy Agreements . I understand that I will not be relieved of 
these obligations except when specifically advised in writing by the 
sponsoring activity of the U. S. Government. 

5. I understand that this document may' ;b:e retained by the U. S. Government 
for its future use in any manner withi®. the scope of this agreement.
